HAMPDEN  ACADEMY  FUND. 


Hampden,  March  4,  1895. 


To  the  Town  of  Hampden  : 

The  Trustees  of  the  "Hampden  Academy  Fund"  hereby  submit 
their  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  fund  March  4,  1895. 

In  May  last  we  completed  our  first  annual  payment  of  $500  guaran- 
teed by  the  town  on  the  George  Stetson  bequest  to  Hampden  Academy, 
and  have  paid  them  since  May,  1894,  $280,  and  shall  pay  the  balance, 
being  $220,  on  May  1st,  which  will  complete  the  second  year. 

The  $9,000  of  the  Township  of  Montclair,  N.  J.,  bonds  are  still  in 
the  vault  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Bangor,  and  our  deposit  in 
Bangor  Savings  Bank  has  increased  to  $401.55.

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To  the  8.  8.  Committee  and  citizens  of  Hampden,  I  respectfully  sub- 
mit the  following  report : — 

Taking  advantage  of  the  new  school  law  whereby  the  8.  8. 
Committee  may  suspend  the  operation  of  any  school  which  they  deem 
unprofitable  on  account  of  too  few  scholars,  your  committee  have  sus- 
pended the  following  schools  for  the  year,  Nos.  17,  18,  19,  and  7,  8, 
10,  for  two  terms  each  and  combined  them  with  other  schools  as 
follows:  No.  17  with  No.  3,  No.  18  with  No.  6,  No.  19  with  Nos.  4 
and  5,  No.  7  with  Nos.  18  and  16,  and  No.  10  with  No.  9  ;  and  we 
procured  the  conveyance  of  scholars  where  we  deemed  it  necessary. 

REMARK8. 

This  being  the  first  year  of  the  new  school  system,  it  has  been  some- 
thing of  an  experiment,  and  it  has  proven  all  we  could  expect  of  it ;  if 
there  is  any  fault  to  find  it  is  not  with  the  system. 

According  to  law  the  school  moneys  shall  be  so  expended  as  to  give 
as  nearly  as  practicable  the  same  aggregate  length  of  terms  in  all  the 
schools,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty  weeks  annually,  thus 
giving  each  scholar  an  equal  chance  w^th  all  others  in  whatever  part  of 
the  town  they  may  live.  Formerly  the  length  of  the  terms  were  very 
uneven  in  the  different  districts,  varying  from  sixteen  wrecks  in  some  of 
the  smaller  districts  to  thirty  or  more  in  the  larger  ones. 

In  1892  and  1893  the  average  length  of  schools  in  this  town  was 
twenty  tw^o  weeks  and  four  days,  and  in  1893  and  1894  the  average 
length  was  twenty-five  weeks  and  [hree  days.  This  year  tliere  was  no 
more  money  appropriated  then  usual  but  we  have  had  thirty  weeks  of 
school,  in  every  district,  thus  giving  from  four  to  seven  weeks  more 
school  then  by  the  old  wSystem.  Usually  we  have  had  about  forty 
different  teachei'S  each  year,  and  tliis  year  have  had  but  twenty-seven  ; 
we  think  that  this  is  a  step  in  the  rigiit  direction  as  there  is  much  valu- 
able time  lost  by  changiiig  teachers  so  often.  In  propoi'tion  to  the 
number  of  scholars  in  town  at  present  the  attendance  by  terms,  the 
average  attendance,  and  the  number  of  different  pupils  are  larger  this 
year  tlien  it  has  been  for  several  years.  Last  year  the  average  number 
per  school  was  fifteen  and  this  year  it  has  been  17  1-2,  or  a  gain  of 
16  2-3  per  cent. 

Nearly  every  teacher's  work  during  the  past  year  has  been  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Committee.  Most  of  the  scholars  have  worked  hard  and 
accomplished  much  ;  and  right  here  let  us  say  that  there  are  some  ex- 
cellent scholars  in  this  town  and  as  a  whole  we  think  they  will  compare 
favorably  with  those  of  other  towns. 

We  think  that  the  people  have  been  satisfied  with  their  schools  in 
nearly  every  district.  The  school  in  district  No.  9,  during  the  winter 
term  was  not  as  profitable  to  the  whole  district  as  we  expected,  but  we 
think  that  if  the  scholars'  parents  had  upheld  the  teacher  and  not  con- 
demned him  for  supposed  faults,  that  it  would  have  been  one  of  the  best 
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schools  in  town.  The  scholars  that  were  present  at  our  last  visit  and 
that  attended  regularly  have  done  excellent  work. 

In  closing  we  wish  to  say  just  a  few  words  to  those  who  intend  to 
teach  the  coming  year.  Don't  think  that  being  able  to  solve  the  diffi- 
cult problems  or  to  analyze  the  few  sentences  given  in  the  Grammar  is 
all  that  is  necessary  to  teach  intelligently  and  successfully  ;  be  not  a 
slave  to  the  text  book,  but  use  it  with  due  regard  for  its  limitations  and 
imperfections  ;  seek  to  ''wake  up  minds"  and  work  to  that  end  until  the 
minds  are  awakened  to  an  intelligent  observation  and  study  of  natural 
surroundings  and  familiar  phenomena.  Get  all  the  genei-al  knowledge 
you  can.  Learn  how  to  teach.  Take  a  course  of  professional  readings,  it 
will  do  much  for  your  improvement  to  read  the  works  of  those  who 
have  written  on  the  subject  of  education  and  the  art  of  teaching.  If 
possible  you  should  posess  a  small  educational  library  ;  we  w^ould  ad- 
vise you  to  attend  teachers'  conventions  whenever  possible. 

The  teacher  should  be  impartial  in  every  respect ;  he  should  have  no 
favorites,  no  preferences,  based  upon  the  outward  circumstances  of  the 
child,  his  family  or  his  personal  attractions,  and  the  like.  The  rich 
and  the  poor  should  be  alike  to  the  teacher  ;  he  should  remember  that 
each  child  has  a  soul  and  it  is  with  the  soul  and  not  with  the  wealth  of 
this  world  that  he  has  to  deal.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  School 
Committee  the  term  of  office  was  determined  by  lot ;  the  term  of  office 
expires  as  follows: — C.  C.  Murphy,  1895  ;  C.  T.  Pickard  and  John 
Leary,  1896  ;  Henry  Pierce  and  S.  J.  Redman,  1897.

17th.    To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  exempt  from  taxation  for  a 
term  of  years,  any  improvement  L.  M.  Swan  may  make  to  his  mill 
property  on  Sowadabscook  stream  by  the  addition  of  steam  power.
